During his 3-year-old season Nance’s Lad won 
the Hutcheson Handicap in which he set a new 
track record for 614 furlongs at Gulfstream;

Peter Pan Handicap. 


As a 4-year-old Nance’s Lad won the Paumonok 
on a sloppy track under 125 lbs., and the fast- 
est Toboggan in history in 1:0824 under 126 
Ibs.

NEWS OR NOT 


In Moscow and New York 


One of the week’s amusing coinci- 
dences: While Konsomolskaya Pravda. 
the voice of Moscow’s Young Communist 
League. hollers that the race track is a 
place of “adventurism, alcoholism, and 
other vices.” the mayor of New York. 
Robert Wagner, argues for betting off 
the track as well as at it. 

While Mayor Wagner is working so 
desperately hard to make race betting 
easily available to every man and woman 
in New York, the young Moscow idealists 
are trying to put an end to the thing alto- 
gether. 

Neither the Communists nor Mayor 
Wagner are likely to succeed. Komso- 
molskaya Pravda, although quite vocal, 
is bucking the Ministry of Agriculture 
and the Ministry of Finance. The Minis- 
try of Agriculture sees nothing wrong 
with horse racing and betting because 
it owns the horses and the race track. and 
the Ministry of Finance sees nothing 
wrong because it likes all those rubles. 
So Konsomolskaya hasn’t a chance. and 
its members might just as well silence 
their collective voice. 


Same for the mayor of New York. The 
up-state politicians apparently are not 
going to let him open city-sponsored horse 
rooms, no matter how poor he cries. 


The mayor went on television the other 
night with a forthright plea for public 
understanding of what he was trying to 
accomplish. All he wanted was to save the 
people from other oppressive taxes. he 
said. Off-track betting presented no moral 
problem, since a bet’s a bet. whether at 
the track or at a convenient corner room. 
And since there is illegal betting anyhow. 
it might as well be legalized and taxed. 
He enjoined his viewers to address. let- 
ters to the governor and legislative lead- 
ers. asking them to reconsider their stand 
against off-track wagering. and the next 
day the governor's office received 34: let- 
ters. the Senate majority leader got one. 
and the speaker of the House got 14. 
Either there wasn’t much local support 
for the mayor or most of the teeviewers 
were watching Gunsmoke. 

It seems sometimes that good sense 
prevails no matter what the odds against 
It.

When Texas excluded pari-mutuel bet- 
ting from the state, it went to some 
pains to declare the action final. It didn’t 
lock and bolt the door; it just took the 


door down and walled up the passage 
with a constitutional amendment. If 


horse-racing, along with mutuel betting. 
screws up the courage to ask readmit- 
tance, a problem of strategy. or of eti- 
quette, arises at once. 

Obviously, it does no good to knock 
timidly on the side of a solid wall. On 
the other hand, if you knock loud enough 
for the inmates to hear you, they are 
likely to become so annoyed that they 
will have no patience for hearing your 
sales pitch. 

An ingenious attempt to solve the di- 
lemma has been made by Rep. Homer 
Koliba. He has rigged up a device which 
makes a loud noise and shoots in all 
directions at the same time. but is loaded 
with nothing but money. 

He has offered a constitutional amend- 
ment which provides a legal status for 
mutuel betting under local option 
plan, setting up a 7-member racing com- 
mission and specifying a 15 per cent 
maximum take-off. (The 15 per cent max- 
imum would not be an iron-clad limit; in 
Texas they might have breaks to the half- 
dollar.) The state’s share of the pools 
would be 7 per cent, divided so as to tempt 
all the voters outside the Association of 
Bank Robbers. 

The bait: 1 per cent each for veterans 
of foreign wars; hospitals and special 
schools; state-supported colleges and uni- 
versities; old-age assistance; the mini- 
mum foundation school program: aid to 
the blind and for needy children; voea- 
tional rehabilitation. 

We'd like to see racing in Texas again. 
but we hope it won't try to bribe its way 
in like that. Racing revenue should go 
into the general fund. Not even Cali- 
fornia’s example stands to the contrary.

article under the caption “Should Gam- 
bling Be Legalized.” by Thomas J. Gib- 
bons, commissioner of police in Philadel- 
phia, and his 2 ghosts. condensed from 
the Saturday Evening Post. 

People are going to gamble. law or no 
law. There’s no 
sense in having their bets enrich rack- 
eteers. The state would not only receive 
more income if gambling were legalized. 
it would save the tremendous sum now 
being expended in fruitless efforts to 
control it. “We have so much to win- 
and the rackets so much to lose.” 

The Digest appends short statements by 
the mayor of Philadelphia and 4 other 
“leading Americans.” all) opposing the 
commissioner’s advocacy of legalized 
gambling, but what is significant is that 
the man has spoken his piece through 2 
great “family” magazines. When the 
Reader's Digest waves its wand of purity 
over an article, all right-thinking Amer- 
icans (i. e.. non-thinking Americans) are 
8 to 5 to start repeating to one another 
the arguments they read in the Digest. 

We don't expect to like it. but if they're 
going to have off-track betting on horse 
races one of these days. we want it clearly 
understood that we will be in favor of 
urban mutuel pools on baseball games.

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Trials of Patience 


Miami. This had not been the best of 
all possible winters for Elliott Burch. but 
the hard-working young Brookmeade 
Stable trainer was beginning to feel a 
little better about things as he approached 
the Gulfstream Handicap. 

Brookmeade’s Oligarchy., winner of the 
1958 Widener Handicap. had made his 
winter debut January 31 after an 8-month 
lay-off and finished fourth in an allow- 
ance. 

It was a fair enough race under the 
circumstances, and he came out of it in 
good condition. He was working brilliant- 
ly for the McLennan when he cut his 
right front ankle. 

The cut, the size of a nickle. took 
Oligarchy out of the McLennan, and 
then the cut became infected. forcing him 
out of the Widener. 

Oligarchy didn’t breeze for 10 days. He 
was ready when Gulfstream opened March 
5, but the first race in which Elliott en- 
tered him failed to fill. The trainer tried 
again March 9. entering both Oligarchy 
and Big Effort. When 30 horses were 
entered, the 1,';-mile event was split and 
both Big Effort and Oligarchy ended up 
on the also-eligible list. 

“Olly lucked in.” Burch said. “and 'm 
awfuly happy he did.” 

Ridden by Chris Rogers. Oligarchy 
came away slowly, on the outside. and 
the rider took a good hold on him. He 
let him run moving toward the far turn. 
and Oligarchy rapidly moved past his 
field and drew out to a handy 214-length 
victory. 

“He didn’t beat too much.” Burch ad- 
mitted, “but he ran his race and came out 
in A-1] shape. That cut. still isn’t com- 
pletely healed, but it’s safe now. It didn’t 
bother him in the race. and I don’t think 
it’s going to in the future.” 

Oligarchy ran in cut-down bandages. 
designed to protect the ankle injury. He 
didn’t run in the Appleton Handicap. 
March 14. 

“We're going for the big one (Gulf- 
stream Handicap. March 21) and 3 races 
in 11 days over that hard track is too 
much. Olly loves a hard surface, but it’s 
hard on a horse.” 


Olly Hates the Mud 
Oligarchy, a chestnut horse by *Alibhai 


Elite. by Blue Larkspur. won 4 of 8 
starts last year, including the Widener. 
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Laurel. and Camden Handicaps. He was 
third to Round Table in the Gulfstream 
Park Handicap. 

After his victory in the Camden Handi- 
cap on May 31. Bureh tricd to get Oli- 
garchy ready for the Massachusetts Handi- 
cap. but the horse went wrong again. 

“It looked like we had a really good 
shot at the stakes. and I was caught in 
the middle.” he said. “It kept. raining 
and Olly hates mud. It finally reached 
the point where | had to work him in 
mud or forget about the race. So I sent 
him out any way (at Belmont). 

“He came back all right. but then his 
knee warmed up. I had to stop on him 
then. and I swore I'd never work him in 
the mud again. I haven't. That’s why he 
was off 8 months. We got a lot of rain 
down here this winter and every time I 
got him just about ready to start. the 
track would come up mud again. 

“Olly’s got to have his track—and 
the harder the better. He just) doesn’t 
like the New York tracks. They’re too 
cuppy. give way under him. 

“You know. it’s been a whole series of 
little things with Olly his whole life. 
He’s not unsound, knock on wood. It’s 
never anything major—cuts. splint 
trouble. Splints stopped him as a 3-year- 
old. His ankles aren’t bad, but 
not just right.” 


Bringing Up Sword Dancer 


On the day after Oligarchy’s impressive 
race. Burch ran Sword Dancer. Brook- 
meade’s highly-regarded 3-year-old. in the 
Hutcheson Stakes. Sword Dancer was 
fifth. but Burch was well satisfied with 
the colt’s race. 

“He had his excuses.” Elliott said. 
“Right off the bat he hit the starting 
gate coming out and turned sideways. 
Then when he started running he was in 
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close. He came out all right, though. [ve 
got no complaints.” 

Daily Racing Form chart footnotes 
gave Sword Dancer the best of it: “Moved 
willingly between horses until in slightly 
close quarters in upper stretch where he 
dropped to inside where he continued on 
gamely to the end.” 

Sword Dancer, by Sunglow, was in the 
money 8 out of 14 times as a 2-year-old. 
winning $60.531. In the World’s Play- 
ground Stakes the colt (at 82-1) had a 
rough trip. being forced to take up twice 
in the running. but closing well to be 
fourth, beaten only 214 lengths. 

On the Saturday preceeding the Gar- 
den State Stakes. Sword Dancer came 
from 11th place. 13 lengths back, to win 
the Mayflower Stakes at Suffolk Downs 
by 414 lengths. In the Garden State Stake 
the colt ran a dead-game race, losing by 
a head and 2 lengths to First Landing 
and *Tomy Lee. 

“Mud didn’t help him.” Burch said. 
“He'll run in it, but he doesn’t like it. 
At the eighth-pole I thought he might get 
up and win it all. But First Landing was 
an awfully good colt last year.” 

At even money. Sword Dancer finished 
fourth in the Remsen. 

“Why he ran so badly that day [Il 
never know.” Elliott said. “He was rank 
the first part and the boy didn’t let him 
run. That didn’t help.” The Remsen was 
Sword Dancer’s last race until March 11 
at Gulfstream. a period of precisely 4 
months, 

“He didn’t ship well when we came 
down here.” Burch said. “He came up 
with a temperature—thank heavens there 
was no lung iiuvolvement—and I decided 
to take it real easy with him. He’d had 
a lot of late-fall racing, and he had a 
big campaign in front of him. 

“T just walked him for 2 weeks. then 
started galloping. I wasn’t about to rush 
him. I'd rather had started him in an 
allowance instead of the Hutcheson, but 
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OvicarcHy, BY *ALIBHAI—ELITE. 


1 couldn't get the race for him. And Td 
rather have him in an allowance before 
the (Florida) Derby. if I can find one 
for him. I don’t think TH run in the 
Fountain of Youth (11 days before the 
Florida Derby).” 

Burch won his first race of the winter 
March 2 when Ouija Board zipped along 
the outer rail to win the second division 
of the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes. Mareh 2. 
The bay colt. by *Sea Charger-—Ouija. 
had run second in 2 previous starts, show- 
ing extreme greenness. In his first. start 
Ouija Board broke near the outer rail 
from post 14. and finished an the inner 
rail. Burch tried blinkers in Ouija Board’s 
next start and the colt bore in and zig- 
zagged. The blinkers came off in the 
Juvenile. and Ouija Board ran true. going 
3 furlongs in the excellent time of :331s5. 

Brookmeade’s handsome crop of 2-year- 
olds include Funny World. a_ filly by 
Tom Fool—Floating; Phantom Gun. by 
High Gun—Phantasy: a full brother to 
Oligarchy named Plutocracy: and a_ big 
filly named Secret World. by Never Say 
Die—Intrigue. 

The big disappointment in the Brook- 
meade Stable is Big Effort. which won 
the Delaware Oaks last year. She trains 
beautifully in the morning but at Hialeah 
she refused to extend herself in the after- 
noons. Her last-place finish in the Black 
Helen was inexcusable. Burch feels that 
the harder surface at Gulfstream will be 
more to Big Effort’s liking. 

But at the moment the big horses in 
Burch’s future are Oligarchy and Sword 
Dancer. ArT GRACE

If he had not lost so much 
ground. he would have won the Santa 
Anita Handicap. and you saw him almost 
catch Hillsdale. even when he needed sea- 
soning, in the Maturity. 

“Although this was his first race over 
the grass.

In the San Bernardino, weight finally 
accomplished what other horses had 
failed to do; it put an end to Bug Brush’s 
winning streak of 4 stakes. 

Loaded with 123 pounds and giving 
weight, counting her age and sex allow- 
ance, to all comers, the 4-year-old Bug 
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Brush was beaten a nose and a neck by 
Terrang and How Now, but only after 
covering herself with new glory. 

Terrang, with 126 up, was in front for 
only one jump during the entire race, but 
that was at the wire. Otherwise. the San 
Bernardino was a_ battle between Bug 
Brush and How Now. which had turned 
in the fastest workout ever recorded at 
Santa Anita (7 furlongs in 1:2225) in 
preparation for the stakes. 

It was How Now. dogging Bug Brush 
ul the way, which finally wore down the 
filly, and beat her. only to have Terrang 
come along with a late rush on the rail 
to nail him in the last stride. 

How Now and Bug Brush alternated on 
the pace, with the filly in front going 
into the first turn, giving away momen- 
tarily on the backstretch. and then coming 
on again rounding the far turn. It was 
the gamest kind of an exhibition on How 
Now’s part; no matter how much pressure 
Bug Brush put on him, he refused to 
zive up. At the top of the stretch. he 
came on again, and Bug Brush. for the 
first time, began to show signs of weak- 
ening. 

Terrang, meanwhile. hed only one 
horse whipped mid-way around the far 
turn. But he cut the corner into the home 
stretch, saving many lengths, and when 
How Now lugged out slightly on the 
turn for home, Bill Boland saw an open- 
ing along the rail. and drove for it with 
Yerrang. 

It was a great finish to a thrilling race. 
and Turf writers, at season’s end. voted 
it the most exciting contest of the meet- 
ing. 

Writers also handed out several bou- 
quets to Silver Spoon, naming the younger 


half of Whitney’s spectacular filly team _ 


as the top 3-year-old of the season, the 
best 3-year-old filly. and the outstanding 
development. Bug Brush was voted best 
in the older filly-and-mare ranks. and 
their conditioner, R. L. (Bob) Wheeler. 
was named the trainer of the meeting. 
Wheeler’s amazing success with Silver 
Spoon and Bug Brush was cited as the 
season’s top achievement.

Palmetto Trials 


Cotumsia, S. C. Brookfield Farm en- 
tered just one horse in the eighth annual 
Palmetto Trials at the state fairgrounds 
track here on March 14. and he scored 
the most impressive victory of the day. 
in the Governor’s Handicap, featured event 
of the 5-race card. 

The 3-length winner of the half-mile 
race for 3-year-old colts and geldings was 
Inescapable. a son of Brookfield. King 
Ranch’s triple crown eligible Call the 
Witness (Better Self—Your Witness) and 
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year-old colt by Brookfield, scored an 
easy 3-length victory in the Gover- 
nor’s Handicap at the Palmetto Trials. 


Ralph Lowe’s Hal Peck had figured to 
dominate the race. which climaxes the 
winter training season at the Columbia 
Training Stables. but Inescapable proved 
uncatchable. 

Ralph Lowe. confined to hospital 
bed in Fort Worth with an old back ail- 
ment. and his Columbia trainer. Gerald 
Bloss. had reason to be pleased. though 
Hal Peck failed in the feature.  Bloss 
entered one horse in each of the 5 trials. 
and they gave him 2 victories. 2 seconds 
and a third. making Bloss the leading 
trainer of this one-shot race meeting for 
the second year in a row. 

Inescapable. starting in the outside 
position, trailed Call the Witness. Hal 
Peck and Longus out of the gate at the 
start of the Governor’s Handicap. but by 
the time they reached the three-eighths- 
pele. the Brookfield colt had gone round 
the field. Eddie Greenwood. his rider. 
shook him up a bit at the top of the 
stretch and the race was over. 

The time. a sharp :47%5. shaved two- 
fifths of a second from the record set 
by Brookfield’s IT Dot in 1954 and_ tied 
several times since. 

“[m not going to get high on this colt 
yet.” said trainer Edward I. Kelly. “I 
want to see him run several more times 
at longer distances. Last year he started 
only 3 times. He won 2, both at three- 
quarters of a mile. He’s a little horse 
with a lot of speed. Brookfield has sired 
a lot of speed horses. Funny thing. he 
always seems to be sore in the morning. 
We never have been able to find anything 


wrong with him, but he’s a peculiar one. 
If that’s his way, it’s all right with me 
as long as he will run in the afternoon.” 
Said Bloss of Hal Peck: “He likes a 
hard track, likes to hear his feet rattle. 
He'll do better at Chicago or Louisville.” 
Max Hirsch, long the backbone of the 
Trials in Columbia, saddled his only win- 
ner of the day in the Get-Away, a half- 
niile event that closed the program. 
King Ranch’s unraced *Nasrullah colt. 
Law and Order, a spring-classic nominee. 
finished strongly to defeat his female sta- 
blemate Rosalba by a length and a half. 
Lowe’s Nuyar, who took an early lead and 
fought off Law and Order’s challenge 
from the head of the stretch to the three- 
sixteenths-pole. lost second place in the 
final stride. 
Hirsch was “mediumly” pleased with 
his colts performance. 


The 32-year-old races on the card were 


all 2-furlong affairs. The Lowe stable 
scored its first’ victory in the opening 


event, restricted to fillies. the home-bred 
Gladiola just managing to put a_ neck 
in front of W. J. Beattie’s Castys Pam, 
whose rider misjudged the finish. The 
2 had looked each other in the eye most 
of the way. 

The second race. also for fillies, caused 
a good-natured hassle. Dan Scott’s By- 
thynia was a 2-length winner, everybody 
finally agreed. But her saddle cloth 
was folded over when she sped past the 
finish line. and the placing judges mis- 
teok her number for that of the Nuckols’ 
Brothers’ Us Girls. which started next to 
Bythynia in the No. 1 position and had 
to rein up just out of the gate when the 
Scott filly came over on 
Taboo had surrendered the advantage a 
sixteenth of a mile from home. 

When Us Girls was announced as the 
winner by Bryan Field, who called the 
races for the seventh straight year, By- 
thynia’s trainer, Bobby Blackburn, lodged 
a protest. The judges readily admitted 
their mistake, amid laughter. 

“Taboo likes to get hooked,” said Bloss. 
discussing the favorite’s defeat. “But she 
was out in the middle of the track, and 
Blackburn’s horse was near the rail. So 
she started loafing.” 

The third trial was a cakewalk for 
Lowe’s British Roman. The *Endeavour I 
colt broke on top and won by 2 lengths 
over Jack Hogan’s fast-closing Singapore 
Tom, trained by Blackburn. The 
time, :23%5. was fast for Columbia. Bloss 
was impressed. “He looks like a_ nice 
colt to me.” 

The sun failed to show for the first 
time in the history of the local Trials, 
and there was a stiff breeze that brought 
out a few blankets in the grandstand. 
But some 5.000 persons turned out, and 
many added to the gaiety by staging 
station-wagon picnics and cocktail parties. 

Most horsemen felt the fast track, care-

KENTUCKY 
Thoroughbred Club Election 


The president of Keeneland Race 
Course has been elected president of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America. Duval A. 
Headley. vice president of the club in 
1958-59. will succeed Dr. Arthur H. Da- 
vidson as president. Dr. Horace N. Davis 
was elected vice president for the ensuing 
year. 

Election results were announced March 
14 after the final ballots had been 
turned in by hand at the club’s luncheon 
meeting at the Phoenix Hotel. Lexington. 
Directors chosen to serve along with the 
officers and the retiring president were 
Dr. Eslie Asbury. Alex Bower. J. A. 
Estes. William S. Evans, Alfred Nuckols. 
Ralph Kercheval and Dr. D. L. Proctor. 

Unopposed for the post of secretary- 
treasurer, left vacant by the death of Gus 
Owens, was Paul Ebelhardt. who has 
lived in Cincinnati since he was replaced 
as manager of Calumet Farm in the fall 
of 1957. several months after suffering 
severe shock from a stroke of lightning. 
He and Mrs. Ebelhardt plan to return 
to Lexington as soon as they have found 
a house or apartment. 

A large attendance was on hand. partly 
for the election. but principally to hear 
fiem Marshall Cassidy and others from 
the staff of The Jockey Club. Altogether 
they held the floor only briefly. 

Cassidy. in introducing the new as- 
sistant registrar, said that it was “impos- 
sible to get the next volume of the stud 
book to you before next fall.” but he 
expressed the hope that the following vol- 
ume (22) would be published “on time.” 
Volume 21. accounting for foals of 1950 
through 1953. is about 4 years overdue. 
The executive secretary also indicated the 
possibility that in the future the stud book 
might be published at 2-year intervals. 

Nathaniel J. (Bud) Hyland. the as- 
sistant registrar. spent the better part of 
addressing the meeting. 
Dr. Manuel Gilman took a few minutes 
to give short progress report the 
work with horse blood typing. The prelim- 
inary findings he reported were based on 
study of blood from 930 Thoroughbreds. 
mostly horses in training.

Working President 


Wathen Knebelkamp, Louisville 
businessman, civic leader, and sportsman. 
last week was elected president of 
Churchill Downs, and Stanley F. Hugen- 
berg, executive vice president, announced 
his resignation effective July 1, 1960. 

Knebelkamp said he would resign as 
an executive of Bernheim and Schenley 
distilleries and would take over active 
management of the Downs on April 1. He 
will be a working, full-time president. 
“Once I get my affairs in order... VM 
be able to devote my full attention to 
Churchill Downs and to bigger and_bet- 
ter Derbys.” he said. 

Election of the 58-year-old Knebelkamp 
was given thorough popular approval. The 
graying sportsman has been closely as- 
sociated with racing all his life. His 
father, the late William Knebelkamp. 
owned horses. as did his uncles Patrick 
and Edward Knebelkamp. 

Wathen Knebelkamp was graduated 
from Washington and Lee University, and 
for several years he served as secretary- 
treasurer of the Louisville Colonels base- 
ball team, which his father had bought in 
1919. In 1932 he joined his father in an 
executive position with Bernheim Dis- 
tilleries. and in 1937 he became a Schen- 
ley vice president and regional manager 
of 10 plants. In 1938. 3 years after the 
death of the elder Knebelkamp, the family 
sold the Colonels to the Boston Red Sox. 

Knebelkamp for many years was a 
stockholder in Churchill Downs, but in 
1950. after appointment by former Gov. 
Earle Clements to the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission. he felt obliged to dis- 
pose of his financial interest in the track. 
In 1955 he was elected president of the 
National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners. and the same year, after 
the election of Gov. A. B. Chandler, he 
and the other Kentucky commissioners 
resigned their posts. 

Knebelkamp, an enthusiastic supporter 
of Louisville baseball and of the Univer- 
sity of Louisville, which he once served 
as a member of the board of regents, has 
bred and raced a small stable of horses 
for many years. He is a former president 
of the Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association.

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GROOMING HORSES 
A Chapter from Robert W. Collins’ Book 


BEFORE AND AFTER A RACE. Withdrawing 
hay; the use of a muzzle; time for withdrawal of 
water; the horse which eats his bedding; final 
preparations; clothing for the paddock; procedure 
before and after the race; saliva and urine speci- 
mens; cooling out, doing up, and feeding. 


ORSES that are to race are entered the morn- 
ing before the day they run, at most race tracks. 

Usually the mimeographed entries are available 
by 11 a. m., and the stable knows what horses it 
will start the following day. An intended starter 
will have been fitted by careful training, and the 
final preparations for the race are in the hands of 
the groom. 

If the horse is a “big doer” (racing parlance for 
a heavy eater), the trainer may want all the hay 
taken away from him by 7 or 8 o’clock the night 
before a race, or he may want only a part of the 
hay taken away. In any case, he will instruct you as 
to how much you must “draw” the horse. Failure 
to follow orders will cause the horse to run poorly, 
and may cause him to finish in distress. 

Many trainers order a muzzle put on the horse 
the night before a race, as some horses will eat 
their bedding if their hay is drawn. I dislike using a 
muzzle because usually it appears to make a horse 
so miserable. Further, it is a tip-off that he is going 
to the races on the morrow. Of course, big doers 
usually are not very nervous; but nervous horses 
are kept as long as possible from knowing they are 
to race. Light doers, which frequently are thinner 
than the trainer would wish, especially fillies and 
mares, usually are not drawn the night before a 
race. Whatever they eat will be a help to them rather 
than a hindrance. However, all horses have their 
noon meal of grain drawn on the day of a race; 
the usual feeding on such an occasion is a cup (two 
quarts) of dry oats. If the horse has worn a muzzle 
all night or during the morning before his race, the 
muzzle must be removed for him to eat his oats, but 
is put on again as soon as he has done so, and left 
on until the groom begins to prepare him for the 
race. 

Drinking water should be left in the stall all 
night and the next day until after he eats for a 
while. If his race is late in the afternoon, it should 
be left until about 2 p. m., unless he is a glutton for 
water. In sweltering weather a few swallows of 
water may be given a half-hour before leaving for 
the paddock. 

If an unmuzzled horse begins to eat a lot of 
bedding, either muzzle him or tie him up, which- 
ever makes him less nervous. When it appears in- 
advisable to muzzle a horse, do not put new bedding 
in his stall on the day of the race until he comes 
back from the race. He is unlikely to eat much of 
the old bedding, but might eat a lot of new straw. 

Don’t let friends gather around the door of the 
stall while a horse is waiting for his race to come 
up, and don’t begin to groom him for it until neces- 
sary. If you did a good job when you did him up 
in the morning, it will not require much effort to 
bring his coat to its best, principally by the use of 
the body brush. The mane and tail must be combed 
and brushed until they are clean and flowing, and 
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you must go over him with a damp sponge, esreciaily 
around the head and nostrils, over the turn of the 
mane, at the root of the tail, under the tail, and down 
the legs. 


If the horse wears running bandages, or run- 
down bandages, allow time to get them on after 
the grooming. If he has old cuts or sore places, they 
should be carefully blued and vasolined. The feet 
must be picked out carefully and washed. Some 
stables use a foot dressing both outside and under 
the feet before a horse goes to the track. 

Since you will need help when the horse returns 
to the barn, the assistant usually will get the wash 
water ready while you are away from the barn. He 
will have the sponge and scraper laid out, and a 
cover, unless you took the horse to the saddling 
paddock under cover. He should also have a bucket 
of drinking water ready, of course. In comfortably 
cool weather a horse usually goes to the paddock 
under a cooler, at least, unless he is a “‘washy”’ one. 
On a very hot day with many flies, a fly net should 
be used. Always take something to cover the horse 
after his race, if the weather is cool or if there is 
a cold wind blowing. A horse may take a cold or 
become sore and stiff if it takes long to get back 
from the race when he is hot and wet; cover him 
and fasten the cover with a surcingle. 

If it is raining, you will use a rain sheet, of 
course. Every stable has one. It can be put back on 
the horse right after his race. If the rubber cover 
becomes muddy, it can be washed. 

When everything is in readiness and the loud- 
speaker in the barns warns you to be on the way 
to the paddock, bridle the horse carefully and cover 
him, if he is to wear a cover of any kind. Then put 
a shank chain through the near bridle ring and 
snap it into the off ring, and you can be on your 
way. If the stable requires you to put a halter on 
over the bridle, attach the shank to it and lead 
him to the paddock, where the halter is removed. 
Extra equipment, such as blinkers or a breast yoke. 
you must take to the paddock. You should also take 
a rub-rag and a scraper. 

If the track is sloppy or muddy, you must put 
up the horse’s tail. A long tail, if left loose, can pick 
up a few pounds of mud and jeopardize the horse’s 
chance of winning. (Procedure in putting up a tail 
is described in Chapter X.) 

On your way to the paddock, avoid getting into 
close quarters with other horses on their way to or 
from the paddock, and keep your charge as quiet 
and collected as possible. When you enter the pad- 
dock, if the tack is not waiting to be put on by the 
valet, walk your horse until the paddock judge or 
trainer orders him into his stall. 

When the horse goes into the stall for saddling, 
I like to have him face the back of the stall instead 
of turning toward the front. If he is nervous and 
restive, he is more easily restrained when facing a 
partition. If he is a plunger, it is certain that you 
can handle him more easily in this manner. Talk 
quietly to the horse, for he knows you and has— 
or should have—confidence in you. If you stand 
directly before him, with a hand on each rein, he 
usually will remain still enough to be saddled, though 
most horses are a little restless in the paddock. If 
you happen to have a real trouble-maker, take along 
a twitch; its use ordinarily will minimize the diffi- 
culty of handling an obstreperous case.

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As soon as the tack is on, unless the horse stands 
quietly, it is best to walk him around the ring until 
the paddock judge sends him into his stall to be 
mounted. You will turn him toward the front of 
the stall, and at the command, “Riders up,’ the 
jockey will be thrown up by the trainer and you can 
step into the parade to the track almost at once. 
Hold your horse by the bridle rein, and, if you 
think it necessary, have the shank snapped into the 
near bridle ring, but be sure to unsnap it before 
the horse is on the track. When he reaches the track, 
turn him loose; your responsibility is over until his 
return to the stand to be unsaddled. 

Usually you will see the race from the gap where 
you brought the horse onto the track, but you may 
go into the grandstand area, if you wish, as there is 
a gate for the purpose. You will have to keep with 
you the cover for the horse, if you brought one to 
the paddock—unless this duty has been turned over 
to an assistant. 

Should your horse win his race, you will meet 
him at “the circle,” where winners go to have their 
pictures taken and to be unsaddled. In posing the 
horse for the camera, try to keep him straight at the 
proper angle for a good picture, and don’t get your 
own head or arms between the horse’s head and the 
photographer. 

When the jockey dismounts and he and the 
valet take off the tack, put a cover on the horse, if 
necessary. If he has won the race, lead him, with a 
shank, to the “spit room,” where the saliva sample 
is taken. If no one else goes to the spit room w:th 
the horse, you will sign the identification card which 
the veterinarian or his assistant will present for 


signature. Usually, however, the trainer will be on 
hand to do this. 

Now you are free to take the horse to the barn, 
unless there is a foolish rule which requires that 
the horse go to a receiving barn to be cooled out 
and to wait until a urine sample is obtained. On 
returning to the barn, take off the bridle, put on 
the halter, remove the cover, give the horse a little 
water, and then get him washed, scraped, and 
sponged. Cover him quickly, give him another small 
drink, and start walking him briskly. After ten min- 
utes you can begin to slow down, and after a half- 
hour, take him into the stall, uncover him, and turn 
him loose. 

Try to get him to urinate, using whatever cues 
you may have taught him to associate with the act, 
such as whistling or rustling the straw with a fork. 
When he stales, catch a sample of the urine in the 
long-handled cup brought by the state employee 
who is sent to take the sample. After the specimen 
of urine is sealed, sign the slip presented by the 
state employee. Now you are free from further in- 
terference. Rub the horse out and go on about cool- 
ing and watering off, as outlined previously. 

If the horse fails to cool out after an hour’s 
walking, take him into the stall and fan him. When 
he is cooled out and groomed, brace and rub his fore 
legs and bandage them. Pick out his feet and pack 
them. His rack of hay should be in the stall while 
you rub him, and you can leave him with the hay 
and with a bucket of fresh water until feeding time. 
If he ran in a late race and feeding time comes be- 
fore he is cooled out and done up, give him an extra 
half-hour before setting his tub in.

CotumsBia, S. C. Max Hirsch is the 
Casey Stengel of horse racing — or. if 
you prefer, Casey Stengel is the Max 
Hirsch of baseball. Neither is the shy 
type. and a reporter-with-pen is no more 
feared than a 6-week-old kitten. 

With either of them, the problem is 
getting the words down with some accur- 
acy and in some logical order. Words and 
ideas pour out like smoke from the tail 
of an ICBM, and the eruption is too pro- 
fuse to submit to the ordinary rules of 
grammar. 

When Stengel or Hirsch talks, the rhe- 
tcric may be like William Faulkner's 
prose — or like Salvation Army hash. A 
thought appears, gives way to another, 
then bobs up again in some unlikely place. 

On a _ recent rainy afternoon Max 
Hirsch, warm and grumbling in his Co- 
lumbia hotel suite, was in a_ talkative 
mood. Before he was through I had used 
most of my piggy-back refill and had 
been taken on a wet tour of the training 
center. 


The 78-year-old King Ranch trainer had 
been reading other men’s opinions in The 
Blood-Horse, and now he had some words 
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Sunday 


of his own. The monologue. later refined 
and distilled. went something like this, 
not counting where [ fell behind: 


On Early Racing 


“You know. at my age, [ can say 
things a young trainer or a middle-aged 
trainer can't say. Now. as to this  busi- 
ness of starting horses early. The trainer 
I came up with, Wyndham Walden, was 
ene of the greats of his time, but he was 
the most severe trainer of the day. He 
trained for the stable of John A.. A. H.. 
and D. H. Morris. Hennen Morris is still 
alive. They also owned Morris Park race 
track. It was a mile-and-a-half track with 
a three-quarter chute straightaway and a 
mile track with one turn. If it was. still 
being operated today as it was then, it 
would be the most modern track. 

“Walden was very severe on horses — 
very severe —but he won many _ races. 
Six or 7 Preaknesses and many of the 
eaily-season stakes races. He trained 
Tom Ochiltree. Monitor, and many great 
distance horses. He was so hard on a 
herse, [ don’t know if our horses today 
could stand it. But we also had trainers 
then that went slow with their horses and 
developed horses who were great then 
and would be great now. 

“Of course. there’s always a certain 
breed of horse you may as well get ready 
early for short races because they won't 
improve... . 


On Owners, Fool-Proof Horses 


“These big purses today make it diffi- 
cult to keep a horse in the barn. Some 
owners won't let a trainer wait, with all 
ol that money in front of them. And some 
trainers don’t have the guts to do it any- 
way. One reason the Joneses have been 
so successful is that they rarely race top 
horses as 2-year-olds severely. But before 
Jones got with Calumet, he raced “em 
earlier than he does now. Some owners, 
of course, can’t afford to wait. 
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“Me. I’ve never had an owner that inter- 
fered with the way I was handling a horse. 
Of the younger generation I like Sherrill 
Ward, especially the wav he handled 
It seems to me 
he never lets a big purse interfere with 
his conditioning program. 


Idun and Summer Tan. 


“T have had very few fool-proof horses 
that I could push hard. and the fool-proof 
herses I’ve had haven’t been top horses. 
fool-proof. horse? That’s one who's 
sound and tough and with a_ disposition 
and constitution you can’t ruin. 


“Records show that there have been 
hundreds and hundreds of trainers who 
got one fool-proof horse, did well with it. 
and then faded away because they couldn’t 
find another one. There’s a big differ- 
ence between getting a group of yearlings 
every year and going out and_ buying 
made race horses. 

“The biggest joke now is the way 
some owners and trainers pick horses. 
Some don’t even know conformation and 
breeding. These big prices they pay for 
certain horses make you laugh. Of course. 
even a well bred horse with good looks 
might be a lemon, but at least you’ve got 
reason to hope. 


“Some owners will hire a trainer they 
see winning a lot of races with claimers 
or fool-proof horses. And they might get 
a man who doesn’t know a damn thing 
about conformation and breeding. 

“Early in my day, virtually every train- 
er knew these fundamentals. While they 
might have differed in training methods, 
they were horsemen. And owners in those 
days — most of them — knew horses. They 
raised their own and they knew how to 
do it. Vl say this. and you can quote 
me. IT have bought more good horses as 
yearlings than any man alive. And I have 
also bought some high-priced horses that 
were failures. . 

“But back to the question about 2-year- 
eld racing. There’s much too much for 
horses with growth, horses that look like

they have a future. As for the rest, you 
might as well run them. 


On Apprenticeships 


“About an apprenticeship for trainers. 
I don’t know about that. Some learn 
early, some will never learn. As I look 
back over the years, I know that all of 
the good trainers of the past and most 
of the top trainers today started at the 
bottom, as I did. 

“A olibberished-tongued trainer can al- 
ways sell himself better than a fellow who 
knows his horses but who doesn’t know 
hew to talk. The smooth-talking guy will 
get the horses and the other fellow won't 
get a chance. 

“Young trainers, of course, musi start 
somewhere. And it’s best to start working 
with yearlings and learn everything he 
can about them. It’s far better than start- 
ing with bought or claimed horses. When 
yeu can take a green yearling and make 
a top horse — more than once — you can 
call yourself a horseman. The sad fact is 
that even a top horseman may never get 
his hands on a top horse. There are very 
few of them. 

“Now the question of how to make 
more good jockeys comes up every year 
at the American Trainers’ Association 
meeting. Some of the most ridiculous 
talks I’ve ever heard were made by some 
good horsemen at those meetings — talks 
asking 10-pound allowances for appren- 
tices. That’s not the answer. 

“T have advocated a rule requiring each 
trainer to have an apprentice boy before 
he can get a license each year. In 2 
years we would have plenty of help on 
the race tracks where we need all kinds 
ct help. Some would become jockeys. 
some grooms. some exercise boys, touts. 
trainers. stewards, mutuel clerks, and 
what have you. The main thing is to get 
new boys on the race track. There’s a 
shortage of top help, and this plan would 
give us help of a better caliber. 

“It’s harder to handle kids now.

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bring a boy up and try to make him do 
the right things. And what happens? He 
sees these other kids running around and 
the first thing you know he’s left you. 

“In fact, the way things stand now, 
it’s hard to make a bug boy into a jockey. 
There’s some expense involved, and The 
Jockey Club used to protect you. If a boy 
didn’t behave, he couldn't work for anyone 
else. You could maintain some discipline. 
In past years, a trainer would not hire 
another trainer’s help without a written 
release from the man who had the boy 
under contract. Now there are no such 
scruples. 

“Now you work with a boy for a couple 
of years and he sees other boys making 
a littke more money and he ups and 
quits. You're stuck for your time and 
expense. and chances are the boy isn’t 
ready. You have no_ protection. 

“Most of the boys who are being devel- 
oped today come from the smaller tracks 
and the smaller stables. 

“In a business as big as ours, there 
are not 20 apprentices registered with 
The Jockey Club who have the size, in- 
telligence, horsemanship, and ability to 


make a top rider. There should be 
hundreds.” 
Hirsch, who. incidentally, can claim 


credit for developing a number of good 
riders, including Ira Hanford, Warren 
Merthens, and Bill Boland, suddenly pro- 
claimed that it was time to go to the 
track. 


Out To The Track 


It was about feeding time and Hirsch 
walked slowly from one stall to the other, 
his eyes appraising each horse. Occa- 
sionally he entered a stall to make a 
closer examination. He said he had 37 
horses here this winter, representing 9 
owners. King Ranch owned 26. 


He has nominated 5 colts for all of 
the Triple Crown events end the King 
Ranch filly Resaca for the Belmont.
